JERUSALEM. April 13 (N¥YT)—A new and more militant Jeader- 
ship dominated by Palestinian nationalists and Arak radicals emerged 
on the occupied West Bank today after the ballots were counted in 


yesterday's municipal elections. 


The final tabulations announced this morning showed that Com- 
munists, Syrian Ba'athists and candidates sympathetic to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization swepi to power in many of the 
major towns and villages on the occupied West Bank. 

The scope of the nationalists’ successes clearly surprised the 
Israeli authorities. Some nationalist gains had been expected at the 
expense of the older. more conservative leadership, but not on the 


scale that occurred. 


Arab leaders contended today that the yote demonstrated a clear 
preference for an independent Palestinian state an the West Bank 


and in the Gaza Strip. 


“Could the message be more clear?” asked Karim Khalaf, the 


tmayor of Ramallah, whose “National Bloc” 


victory by winning eight of the 
nine seats on the city council. 

“The vote shows the whole 
world that the West Bankers are 
Palestinians who want to estah- 
lish their own national entity and 
put an end to the Israeli oceupa- 
tion,” he said, 

Whatever the larger political 
implications of the voting, it 
ushered in ἃ younger, more out- 
spoken leadership that is likely 
to stress Palestinian issues and be 
less cooperative with the Israeli 
ocerpation authorities. 

More Radical Mayors 

New and generally more radi- 
cal mayors were selected in 10 
of the 24 towns involved in the 
election. A total of 148 new 
municipal councilmen were elect- 
ed, leaving only 43 holdovers from 
the previous administrations 
elected in the last elections in 
1972. 

Candidates running on the “Na- 
tional Bloc” lists won all or most- 
of the municipal seats in Hebron, 
Nablus, Ramallah, Tulkarem, Jer- 
icho, Beit Jala and Beit Sahour. 

These included a number of 
candidates affiliated with the re- 
surgent West Bank Communist 
party. Outlawed under Jordanian 
and Israeli administration, the 
tightly organized, clandestine par- 
ty campaigned vigorously by word 
of mouth and scored large gains. 

The one exception to the pat- 
tern was Bethlehem, where the 
popular Christian mayor, Elias 
Frej, was returned to office with 
six members of his ticket win- 
ning seats ov the 1l-man coun- 
οἱ, 


‘The biggest change was in the 
southern city of Hebron, the sec- 
ond-largest on the West Bank, 
where nationalists and leftists 
swept all 10 positions on the 
council. 

A cumber of Israeli political 
Higures and commentators ex- 
pressed dismay at the results 
of the voting. 

Zevulen Hammer. the minister 
of social welfare who is & leader 
of the Netional Religious party, 
said that the election had taught 
Israel a valuable lesson. “Tt proves 
that if we return the West Bank 
to Jordan or so~called moder- 
ates,” he said, “it will pass 
immedistely—in a matter of 
hours—into the hands of the 
PLO.” 

At the opposite end of the 
political spectrum, Meir Pail, the

U.S. Claims 
Are Settled 
By Northrop 


$2.3 Million Paid 
To Defense Dept. 


NEW YORK, April 13 (NYT). 
—The Northrop Corp. has paid 
the Defense Department $223 mil- 
lion in a final settlement of 
claims for improper billings relat- 
ing to payments to foreign agents 
gud other claims. 

The disclosure of the settlement 
Was made in the company’s notice 
to shareholders of the annual 
meeting, to be held on May 11. 
The aircraft manufacturer also 
disclosed that it had uncovered a 
Possible improper foreign payment 
by ἃ subsidiary. 


In another disclosure, Northrop 
said that it did not expect to 
incur much -xpense in connection 
with an Internal Revenue Service 
investigation regarding possible 
tax deficiency and fraud in the 
Preparation and submission of its 
income tax returns. 

Last fall, a draft, copy of a 
report by the Defense Audit 
Agency suggested that Northrop 
had billed the government for 
Millions of dollars of questionable 
costs involving payments to for- 
eign consultants, lobbying enter- 
tainment and related expenses. A 
final report has not been forth- 
coming. 


Series of Adjustments 


The $23 million reflects a series 
of adjustments and repayments in 
favor of the federal government 
and was provided for in last 
year's financial statements.

Total of Veterans 
In U.S. Nearing 
30-Million Level 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP). 
—The ranks of U.5. veterans are 
swelling toward 30 million and 
veterans Administration officials 
are no Jonger certain when they 
will thin aut. 

The number of veterans grew 
by more than 100,000 in the last 
six months of last year to 
29,559,000, the VA reported. About 
13.5 million are World War IL 
veterans, while 7.9 million served 
during the Vietnam era. A total 
of 6 million served during the 
Korean war.

But in a market already satu- 
rated by appeals. donors are be- 
coming more and more selective, 
according to the Rer.

$1 in donations, Father Enos 
said. “We had to stop because 
we were throwing good money 
after bad.” he reflected. 

“We are by nature a low-key 
society.” he said. “But if what 
you are trying to work for is 
good, then most fund ralsers 
think that a certain amount of 
emotional appeal can be used. 
After all. we see it every day 
with politicians whe use emo- 
σιν whenever they can.” 

The Rev. Tom Roones, creator 
of World Merey, Inc, a fund 
raising effort that uses donations 
to build hospitals and drill 
wells in Nigeria, admits that his 
fund-raising appeals are largely 
written by professionals, “but I 
have final say.” 

World Mercy uses one tactic 
frequently employed in the 
religious charity appeal: notes 
written in the margins of the 
printed appeal which appear to 
be the handwriting of the fund- 
raising chief himself.

France Unveils Capital Tax, Labor Reforms.

PaRIS, April 13 CHT)—The 
government unveiled two of its 
long-awaited reforms today—on 
capitalgains taxes and worker- 
management relations—but was 
forced to delay iis educational 
reform plans in the face of grow- 
ing student protest. 

The final text of the capital- 
gains tax bill will be made public 
tomorrow, Dut details available 
today showed that it was full 
of exemptions and deductions.

Th Italy. thé process Of government itself 
geems to be coming unraveled. The Ppossl-

Businessmen and politicians rush to make 
whatever accommodations they can, and that 
in turn takes the Communists’ rise more 
likely. The flight of capital out of the coun- 
try continues. The lira is falling again, and 
uneniploymént is rising. The Christian 
Demottats, who have dominated Italian pol- 
ities continuously since World War IT, offeted 
an astounding display of iiternal fragmen- 
tation and paralysis at their party confer- 
ence in Rotné last morith. 

There was no sign anywhere of new lead- 
ers or new ideas. The factions canceled each 
other out neatly; the party's embattled sec- 
retary was re-elected by a hairline 51.5 per 
cent of the vote. For reasons that no one 
can understand, the party is mishandling the 
abortion issue in much the same way that it 
mishandled the divorce Issue two years 2gn. 
Tt was the government's defeat on the 
divorce referendum that demonstrated the 
erosion of its support most graphically, But 
nothing has been done in those two years to 
repair the damage, and now the Byzantine 
maneuver over the abortion bill appears to 
be leading toward a June election that

The Communists’ present position contains 
fs own dangers. It is not entirely correct 
to speak of their rise to power as an event 
that still les wholly in the future. By all 
accounts, very Httle 15 now being done by the 
present weak Christian Democratic govern~ 
ment without the advice and even the con- 
currence of the Communists, They now en- 
doy the considerable lwxury—very useful to

The point 15 important, because of the con- 
dition of the Italian economy. It is true that 
most of the industrial countries were living 
above their means when the recession struck, 
But it ts tar more true of Italy than most. 
Italians became accustomed to the steadily 
rising benefits of the great boom of the 1960s, 
but the boom ended with the decade. A 
succession of governments, hoping to buy 
popularity. kept up the rise in wages and 
beneftts although there was no economic 
grovth capable of supporting it. These 
governments kept things going with large 
Joans from abroad. mainly from West Ger- 
many ahd the United States. But now the 
lenders are reluctant to shovel] any more 
money into those soaring deficits, 


If it were a matter of helping a vigorous 
government through a transition, with sta- 
pility in sight on the other side, more money 
would be available. But Italy has been 
using its Joans more to postpone any real 
reckoning. Whoever governs must confront 
the prospect of 8 severe and painful drop in 
Ttalr's standard of living, as the accounts 
are finaliy balanced. It Is in each party's 
interest. opviously, to have someone else in 
power when that happens. That zoes em- 
phatlealiy for the Communists, whose special 
advantage at the moment is that they hold 


none of the public blame for the cotintiy's 
present condition. If Communists do not 


- come into the governiieht in the next few 


months, it ts not necessarily a setback to 
them. It may only miéan that they are get- 
ting their own way. 

For Italy to slide increasingly unde? the 
Communist party's influence 18, we think, 
clearly ‘undesirable—both from the U.5. 
viewpolrit, and froti that of the Italians 
themséives. The common défense of Biropé 
becomes moré difficult, and the Common 
Market becomes weaker. The Communists’ 
alleged conversion to democratic processes 
and efvil libéfties nas yet to be tested, Re- 
gardless of the personal sincerity of its pres- 
ent leaders, the caming strife over economic 
policy may itnpese more of 6. burden than 
their new allegiance can bear. But regard- 
Jess of desires and interests, there is not 


much that the United States can do to alter |

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has 
beert talkirig about Italy in extravagant 
terms that may well give this country less 
influence than ever as time goes on. The 
State Department recently published his 
remarks last December to a meeting of U.S. 
diplomats in London, where he said: “The 
dominance of Communist parties in the West 
is unaecepiable.” it is not wise to call a 
thing unacceptable unless you are prepared 
not to accept it. But, at he further said in 
8 speech a month ago. the ultimate decision 
Hes with Italy's voters. A government in- 
eluding Communists could hardly éxpéct to 
enjoy the kind of relationshtp with Wash- 
ington that its predecessors have maintained. 
But the most useful course for Americans, 
rather than stamping and kicking, would be 
to wait and see, If that government con- 
tinued to behave well on matters of interest 
to this country, ranging from NATO to in- 
ternal civil liberties, it might weil be accept- 
able if not warmly weltome. But if that 
government eventually began to behave 
badly, that would be time enough to wifh- 
draw friendship entirely. 

- * * 

There is a dreadful irony to the spectacle 
of Italian politics. ‘The principles of democ- 
racy survived the poverty and misery of the 
postwar years. They survived vith the help 
of U.S. ald and. later, the mutual support 
that Western Europeans gave each other 
through a strong community devoted to eco- 
nomic growth and liberal ideas. But the 
principles that endured the bad times have 
evidentiy been eroded by the years of pros- 
perity and the endless expectations that they 
generated. 

Communism is being invoked, not as the 
answer to poverty and exploitation, but as 3 
reaction to the perplexities of the greatest 
boom in the country's history and the social 
turbulence that it has stirred up. If Italy
